Gambling 
was “wide open,” and the various 
clubs catering to dam workers 
were nearly always filled to ca- 
pacity. 

Inasmuch as the picture has 
Boulder Dam as its background, 
several of the more important 
sequences take place in a replica 
of one of these clubs. Included 
in the list of extra men and bit 
players obtained for the picture 
were fourteen men who held jobs 
in Las Vegas during the con- 
struction on the dam.
